.laimncsc boy to attend coUeg'C and the Kovcrnnient is veiy liboral in its 
aid to poor .students. The Japanese boy once he sels into coIIcrc takes 
his work nuK-h more .-erioii.-ly tlv.in the l-:n,-li.sh or American student and 
it is no mere fable that he will commil suicide It he falls. This Is not 
so much dne to the disyi-ace lo the l>oy himself but to his family. 

One of the most interesting facts about the Japanese that Undy Marier 
mentione^l is their langnase. it is very difficult to master and lakes al 
least three ye:ii-.«. li is dixided into chai.it-îers of which there are aliom
